the world* He negatively criticized 
Cwifcfl, he criticized China,he critici zed 
the Congo-Brazzaville, he criticized 
Algerict.

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THE U.S. MILITARY 1$ GUILTY 


BILLY DEAN SMtTH FOUND INNOCENT OF 


RiUy Smith waa born tentb to ü 
famlly of twelve children, in Rakers- 
field, Califonsta in 1948. His family 
«pent approximately ïenyears in Texas, 
moving back to Watts (CalifonUa) in 
1957. He lived tbere, in Los Angeles, 
uncU 1969, when* against hls wishes* 
he was dr afred Into the Army, He 
didln'c wam ro go, hut be faced the al- 
ternatives of imprisonment or cxile if 
he resisied the draft. Alter military 
training and at tempt s ai brainwashing 
faüed at Fort Ord (California) and 
Fort Si 11 (OkUhoma), he was shlpped 
to Vietnam in Qctober of 1970, where 
he was assigned io the command of a, 
typical militarv racist, Captain Rigby. 

Captain Rigby had been harassing 
Billy in particular si nee hla (Rillv*s) 
arrlval in Vietnam. Billy had made it 
known tb at he, unllke Lt. Calley* who 
ord ered and participated in the 
slaughter of 102 people at My Lm. was 
not going to be a "good American 
soldier 1 ". He was uninterested and un- 
wiïling to partieipate in the wanton 
murder of a people who had done nothing 
to Mm. 

(Jn March 15, 1972, when a frag- 
me ntation grenade exploded in tbc of- 
ftceip' barracks at Bi en Hoa* Vietnam, 
ktlllng two licyterflnïe and woundlng e 
third* the first person that ca me to 
Captain Rfgby T a mind was Billy Dean 
Smith, rheincorrigible, unwilUngmem- 
her of bis company. Here was 
"Charley'* company's opportnnity, the 
military's and the Staters oppoxtunity* 
to be rtd of one more dissident, one 
more Black man who was refusing to 


play tbe dual role of vlctim and op- 
pressor. Billy Smith was neither tbe 
Army's "boy" nor the Vietnamese'a 
enemy, 

So without a sbred of evidence, with¬ 
out a single accusation or witness, 
Billy Smith was singled out to be per- 
secuted for tbe 1 ‘crime”- bis polltical 
beliefs. The military court charged 
Billy Smtth wlth murder* attempted 
murder and assault. The term "frag- 
ging 1 * pertains to tbe use of a frag- 
mentation grensde* which upon break- 
ing, burls shrapnel and other bits of 
mecal into the air, He is charged wich 
murder by "fragging” two Heu tm- 
ants; attempted murder of hts com- 
manding officer (a captain) and & first 
sergeant; and two counts uf assault on 
two M,P.*s. The so-called evidence 
to prove tb at be thïsw the grenade is 
one grenade pin, snpposedly found tn 
his jacket pocket,. 

Rilly Smith was then brought to mi¬ 
litary trial, a court mnrtial. He was 
judged by 7 ca r eer office ra, two are 
Black, five are for me r enlisted men, 
They are life-ttme military men; they 
could not judge Billy Dean Smith, who 
was accused of kllllng office rs whom 
they consïdered to bc like themselves, 
dedicated to the American way. 'I'hey 
knew Billy Smith had no destre to go 
to Vietnam to kiil anyone. 

SiTice March of 1971, Brother Smith 

was kept in a 6 N 3" by 9 foot ceil, 
He was treated wlth the usual dis¬ 
respect and abuse offered any prison-

er, Though there was no evidence 
against him he was atlll prosecuted, 
The jury still tried to convicc him for 
crimes he did not commtt. Such is the 
fate of Black men and women in any 
court in ihis country. The govemment 
must fllways play dow r n the atroclries 
commirted by lts warring military 
services. These crimes against hu- 
manity are committed by thesamemen 
who condone the massacre of millions 
of Vietnamese people and millions of 
oppressed people all over the world. 
The support that many people gave to 
him helped to expose wbat had been 
done to thts innocent man* a Black 
soldier in Vietnam. He pled innocent 
when he was charged. He walked away 
from the biased militar> r court nn 
November 14, 1972, 19 months later* 
still an innocent man. They could not 
proved their charges, He wasreleased. 

lt has heen said that the people freed 
Billy Smith; we know tb ai many people 
helped to free Huey Newton, Bobby 
Scala and Fricfca Hugglns.However, we 
cannot speak of freedom until all 
prlsoneta, all of th-e Black and poor 
people of tb is country, are free from 
oppression. Attaining our freedom will 
take the efforts of us all. Hiis great 
task will Cake the effores of all the 
people who are concemed and will ing 
to struggle* to work f so that we can 
regaïn the power to estabiteh our own 
courts* a people*3 governmem and the 
^Hjwer to determine our desclnies.

Onder the guise of implementlng wel¬ 
fare reforms, the gavernment is instl- 
luiing a ncw wave of repression ngamst 
rhe poor who must at tempt to survive 
on welfare ald, Poliricians who are in- 
texested in punisbing people on rhe wel¬ 
fare rolls for being poor, unemplqycd 
and unable to work introducé and pass 
legislation that cuis itiouaands ofneedy 
persons, prime rliy «omenand children, 
from the welfare rolls, They have 
created legialaiion that forccs Lhem tó 
submtt to degradtng applicaton pro- 
ceodings and forced-lahor jobs. By 
gïving the public false ideas about 
people on welfare, that they are lazy, 
dishonest and have plenty of money, the 
govemment gains the approval of the 
white racist mkldle-class segment of 
the country. 

Du ring bis ftrsi term in office, Ri- 
chard Mixen sponsored the most re- 
pressive welfare legt slat ion ever for- 
mufated: the Family Assistance Plan 
(FAP}, which hé called bis "numher 
1 dom estic priorily*” However, duc to 
the work whtch was done by the Na¬ 
tional Welfare Rigbts Ürgamzation and 
other progressive organlzations, 

N ixon's F AP was defeated in Congres 
la si month, This plan was pari of HR1, 
the Social Security Büi which was 
passed after pressure from the people 
forced Congress to drop the sections 
that eontained F AP (Tule IV and Tlile 
V) from the bilL 

FAP would have authorlzedaïïStates 
to require reclplentfi in the Aid to 
Families with Dependen! Children caie- 
gory (AFDC) to Work in public service 
jobs without nny pay och er than thetr 
welfare gxnnts* Tberefore, people on 
welfare cquld be for eed to rake any 
mental job deemed suitableby the Wel- 
fare Department. Any recipiënt who re- 
fused to work in one of the degrading 
positions would be clenled asaiaianee, 
Thle for eed work provision was un~ 
doubtedly an atcempt to purge reci- 
plenis from public assistance and drive 
them into a state of complete desti- 
tutkm. 

FAP alao would have authorized a 
complex fedcral - state System of 
hunting down absent faihcrs, establish- 
Ing the Lr patemïty tbrough blood tests, 
then suhjecttng rhem to the crtmlnat 
and clvtl penaltles for tbeir "non-sup- 
porF', Th is would have heen done re- 


gardless of rhe wishes of the mother, 
disregardlng whether or not the 
fat her was able to support a chlld, 'The 
Family Assistance Plah would have 
filso prevented welfare ree i pi en ts from 
having couTt suita or challenges filed 
by federal legal service programs. 
These programs are usually the only 
legal aid available to many Black and 
poor appllcBntË. Legal services at- 
torneya would have been lor eed co nssist 
the Attorney General in proseciit lng ab¬ 
sent fathers* 


Uther parts of FAP cnllcd for each 
state co reauire that an applieant he a 
resident for 90 days before ree ei ving 
aid, In addition to all the other re- 
presslve measures, the blll would have 
eliminated aïd to pregnant women on 
hehnlf of rhetr unborn habies, a form 
of aid which is currently provfded in 
19 States, 

These measures would have been lm - 
plemented Lf there had not been amass 
organizatlonal effort which made many 
people aware of the represstve nature 
of the blll, llils mass awareness was 
illuscrated when over 50,000 people ga - 
the red in Washington, D.C, on March 
25, 1972 for the ChildreiTs March 
for Survival. The National Welfare 
Rights Onamzation (NWRO) worked 
tirelessly for three years in an effort 
to dèfeat ibis bill, It is very clear 
that maas organization and Informa¬ 
tion that was channeled into the corn - 
munity, about FAP, brought about Us 


defeai, Whlle the blll was in dieSenate, 
NWRC called oo many of thelr allies 
co help flght it. The Congressionel 
Black Caucus took a flrm aiandagaïnst 
FAP, and told Congress that Ifthepro- 
vision passed in the Senate that they 
would stop the bill when it reacheti 
the House of Represeniatives, At the 
same time, the NWRO led marchesSe- 
veral times du ring ihe past year in 
order to Lnform rhe commurüty about 
FAP, Perhaps one of the most lm- 
portant demonstrarlons was ihe protest 



held at the Democratie Convention in 
Miaml, by the Poor People'sCoalition* 
in which over 7,000 Black people ga- 
thered to demand, among other rhings, 
that the De moer at e oppoae F AF, Af¬ 
ter pressure was exerted upon Senator 
George McGovern, he Also took apóai- 
itOö in oppostrion to the proposed le- 
gislation. 

Tbus, Lhe defeat of Nixon's Family 
Assistance Plan was the culmmation 
of efforts by dcdicated welfare rights 
wo r kers all over the country andnrher 
Progressive people who atded in that 
struggle, Ho wever, stnee Nixon hns 
been re-olected, lt is certain that he 
wUl propose even more restrlctlve 
legi slat ion. Many repressive mea¬ 
sures, such as the Talmadge Amend- 
ment, are now being implemented, The 
Taïmadge Amen dm ent is similar tq 
the forced-work provïsiqn in FAP, but

American) was appointed to the board 
in 1970, Of all the officera on the 
board, he tries to he the most sensi- 
ïive to the lives of the men who nruat 
come before the AduLt Authority. 

Manley J, Bowler was appointed as a 


mem her of the board in April of 1967, 
He became a lawyer in 1940, He was 
Dcputy Attorney for the ci.Ty of Los 
Angelos for two years and was Chief 
Assistant U,S, Attorney co the South¬ 
ern District of California for s lx years, 
He was Chief Deputy Attorney from 
1957 to 1964, He is a Republican, 

Wol ter A, Gurdcin, Jr, was appointed 
as o metnber of the board in April, 
1967. He has had a care er in the Ca¬ 
lifornia Department of Correct!ons and 
has been & parole agent si nee 1953, 
He Is a Lt, Co ion el in the National 
Guard. He is a Republican, 

Charles F* Brown was appointed 
as a member of the board in April, 
1970, He had been on the Richmond 
Po'lice force for 24 years until he re- 
tired as the Chief of Pülice of Rich- 
mond, California. He has also served 
as a metnber of the Women’a Board of 
1 erms and Faroles. He cgmpleted a 
study ordered by the Board of Cor- 
rections on the Inspection of Loc al 
Detention Faciliiies.

While remafning ongqard agalnstpo¬ 
ten dal military escalatton, the Vietna¬ 
mese in Paris also es peet a last dip¬ 
lomatic escaUtlon by the Amerlcana 
before the November eloctions - what 
they ca 11 a carefully disgiitsed "peaee 
maneuver'* on the pare of Nixon de- 
signed to win re-el eet ion and guarantee 
an opportunity for four more years of 
war wlth Vietnam, One Vietnamese 
sarcastfcally referred to Kissinger's 
dream ul a potent lal "two segment 
go ver nm ent" in Saigon, one whlch wou ld 
be composed of clements of the Thieu 
administration plus some fresh faces 
from either Paria or Saigon as pan 
of an effort to diplomttticflUy Isolate 
the PftG, The creation of this "two 
segment'* administration in Saigon 
wou.ld be coupled, perhaps, wirh o new 
offer for a battlefüeld cease fire where 
the ELS* forces are beingdefeatedand at 
a disadvantage, and the proposal wou ld 
offer to "set a date" similar to the 
May 6 proposal for a four-month period 
of U.S. troop wiïhdrawaL The Viet¬ 
namese see this as an el ec tor al strate- 
gy aimed at the U.S, voting population 
designed tg appear to be the "most 
reasonable" offer that an American 
President could make in the mldsc of 
a war, and which would be an at tempt 
to obiain a ceasetire and to obtain the 
release of American prisoners before 
the electlon without resoiving Lhe ques- 
tlon of the structure of the coalition 
In Saigon* Uien, af ter re-eïection, 
the South Vietnam situation could break 
down and could ailow Nixon to résumé 
aerial war for a Rottier extended pertod, 
This Vietnamese view r of Nixon's plan 
is rot mere epeculation, because the 
transqripts of the sec r et talka bet ween 
Kisslnger and Le Duc Th o, released 
by the Vietnamese in Paris after 
Nixon'a unllateral revelatlon of these 
talk|5 fn February, coma in passages in 
whlch it ia clear that Kfssinger Is al- 
ready shopping in Paris and other 
Citles of the world for Vietnamese who 
Could be added to a future cabinet. 

The Vietnamese aïso are ftrm [n 
stress (ng that Ntxon's summit trips to 
Peking and Masco w have been a com¬ 
plete failure from the point of view of 
sol ving the Vietnam problem, They 
maintsfn rhat their aid agreements with 


supplies to continue their push on the 
battiefïeld indefinitely. They portray 
the summit trips as a kind of vastly 
sophisticated hut defensive strategy on 
tlie part of a Nixon administration whtch 
no langer bas the power to continue 
to Ignore or rI coEitain” communist 
rcvolutfüns and natlortn'ïl independence 
movpments. In this view. the Nixon 
administratlon has shLfted from con- 
tainment to atcempts to stir up con- 
flicts and dl Vision within the Social¬ 
ist camp, creating wcakness among 
its adversaries as a coimterweight 
for the decline of America^s own 
strength, Ac otie [xiiqt, l voluntecred 
the view that, from an American stand- 
point, the summit trips had shored up 
Nlxon^s credfbllity in some respects; 
that the summit trips had at least 
ternporarily gtven the American peo- 
ple the feeling that the U,S. govern- 
ment Is no Isolated and condemned 
as a reault of the Vietnam war; that 
the dangers of Vietnam escalating ir- 
ro World War Itt could not be so 
great if our President was ree ei vod En 
Peking and Moscow wlth handshakes; 
and that it was noticcable that the 
numeroua growing and militant demon¬ 


in the United States tapered off in the 
spirit of telief whicln accompanied 
tho holding of the Moscow summit in 
spite of the minïng of Hatphong Har- 
bor* A Vietnamese official with whom 
we 3jx>ke granted the fact that a "cer- 
tain eurfusion" could have been created 
by the summits not only in America 
hut "in other quarters of the World**, 
and that this confusion was deliberace- 
ly inapired by Kisslnger's remarks in 
Mosco w nod Nixon*s remarks in 
Washington to rhe effect that new se- 
Cret discusatons on Vietnam bad taken 
place. But the Vietnamese pointed 
out that this confusion would dlssipate 
ln the wake of the summits when it 
became clear that n peace seitlement 
hns not been realized in Vietnam and 
that the only road to a settlem.ent 
lies through Paris. In a fundamental 
rebuke to Klssinger's great power 
politics, a PKG spokesman told us: 
"We are saying that big powers can- 
not force or impose their desires up- 
on the small nations, becausethts Is the 
era when smalï nntioiis are becomlng 
able tosolve their o wn problem a, ableto 
rely on their own strength."

the murder ot two young, Black men. 

In the latter part of Qctober of this 
year, Black students at the Southern 
University Campus tn Baton Rouge, 
Louisiana, pre sent cd a list of grlevan- 
ces to that ponton of Southern Dui¬ 
ver 3 lty T s admlnistrative complex 
fthere are a number of campuses 
throughout Louisiana, that make up 
Southern University). The demands of 
the Black students on the Baton Rouge 
campus included: more contrei of stu¬ 
dent affairs, betrer medical facilities 
and the reaignatïon of ür. Emmet W, 
Bashful, a Vice-President of Southern 
University and Dr„ G* LeonNetterville, 
Southern University'$ president. 'Ihe 
students sald that borh men, who are 
Black, had grown comfortable in their 
positions and were unresponstve to the 
n eed ft of Black students, 

The intensiiy of the Black stucleni's 
stniggle on Southern p s Baton Rouge 
campus soon spread to the New Qr- 
leans, Louisiana campus* Black stu¬ 
dente the re voiced the demands of the 
students on the Baton Rouge campus 
(wUb other demands) on üciober 30» 
1972, to Emmert Bashful* Aftei the New 
Crleans Black students demands werp 
made known, Dr* Bashful was given 
until 12:00 noon that same day to res- 
pond* At the appointed time, the pro- 
testing students gathered at the Uni- 
versity's science I eet ure hall and 
waltod for Dr* Bashful to appear - he 
did not. Sorne of the students foimd 
the Vice-President and escortedhtm to 
the Jecture hall, where hc st&ted that 
he had nothing to say. He tben nsked 
for a 43-hour portod In whlch to makc 
a declslon concerning the students'de- 
mandfi, 

On November Ist, the day of the 
meeting, Dr. Bashful agatn refused to 
meet wfth the students, and conducicd 
a press conference tnatead* In reply 
to Dr. RashfuTs disrespect, the New 


Orleans students immedlateïy rook over 
the campus' adminlstratlon building and 
va wed not tu leave until their demands 
were met, Virtually all of the students 
on campus refused to arrend classes, 
pending a declslon from Dr* Bashful* 
The students' actions were received 
warmly by the community* Telegrams 
and cal Is supporring the students ca me 
from students, community groups and 
indwiduals across the country. 

Also, at this time, the students at 
GramblJrtg Universiry, a predom!na¬ 
tel y Black school in Grambling, Lou- 
iaiana, presemed a list of demands 
sim Har to the demands of the New 
ürleans and Baton Rouge Black stu¬ 
dents. Racist Louisiana Governor, Ed¬ 
win Edwards, ordered the National 
Guard and Louisiana state and sheriffs 
police to emer the three protesting 
campuses. Önly community support 
prevented the Governor, at that time,, 
from attacking the students on these 
campuscs* 

The Blöck Panther Party had beer 
werking closely with the students and 
Governor Edwurds tried tousethisfact 
against the students. He stated that he 
had "proof" that 1 ‘outsiders", such as 
the Black Panther Party, were armlng 
the protesting students. He never pro- 
duced such "proef' and the community 
laughed at hts lies. It was known by 
everyone that the only wen pons on the 
campuses were in the hands of the 
police and National Guardsmen* 

On November 9th, Dr* Emmert Bash¬ 
ful conceded to the students' demand 
for his resignation; the New Cr- 
leans Southern Universiry Black stu¬ 
dents decided io leave the confisesred 
adminlstratlon building, hut are con- 
tinuing the boycott af classes until all 
of their demands ure met. At üramb- 
ling’ft campus, however, the students’ 
demands have yet to beconsidered and. 
the police are patrolling in EuLl force. 


ün November 16tb. Black students at 
the Baton Rouge, Louisiana campus ttxïk 
over the administration building there 
and the National Guard and police 
opened fire on the students, using tear 
gas and shcjtgun huckshot, When the 
smoke cleared, two Black demonstra- 
torft. had heen killed from buckshot 
wounds and a not her waa slightly 
wounded, Governor Edwards lold the 
Louisiana news media that"ii wa® pos- 
sible” that the student® had made 
"buckshot bombs 1 '’ whtehexplodedpre- 
maturely, therehy kilïing the two Black 
proiesLors. He furiher stöted that even 
ïf the police did kill the two Black 
brotbers, he could not fault them. He 
siated further that the students began 
the violence thcmselves^ they etarted 
it. The murdors at Baton Rouge takc 
their place aloïig&lde those of Kent 
State UniversEty in Ohio and Jackson 
State Universlty In Misslssippi* They 
will soon bc diamissed by the go ver n- 
m ent as the resulr of a "stlly" student 
revoit, 'Die people of Baton Rouge and 
New Orleans know different, 

'Ihe Black student struggle ai South¬ 
ern University in Louisiana can not he 
ended b)' the squeeze of a policemari's 
lt will not he abnndoned when 
racist pollrtcians and school officials 
co me to the people mouthing empty 
promises» [ hc struggle of our brochers 
and sisters atlending the so-calied 
"Black Universittes" developed n.s th& 
result of ihe frustratlonof being sub- 
jected to the stagnant Information they 
pass onto us as education. ït will be 
many years bofore we enn be sure that 
no more Black people will bemurdered 
for tryüng to regain what Is ours by 
hirth - the right to live free of denial, 
abuse and represslon.

Government officials claimthe purpose 
of this program is to "aseist regis¬ 
traties to become ]ob-ready by giving 


menial jobs for xio wage at all, A 
public agency or organization signs 
a contract with the state for use of 
GW EP participants who are required 
to do any job the controcting agency 
or organization tells them to do* This 
gtves the state a work force it does 
not have to pay and can hl re out to 
make rnoney, The state is trying; to gec 
all counties to sigjn contracts and use 
these workers as a cheap labor force 
for the government. 

All over Caüfornia, welfare righes 
organizations are organizing in anei- 
fort to stop the counties from aigning 
contracts for CWBP and to slow down 
the Implementatlon of the Tal matige 
Amendment. Welfare rlghts organl- 
zatlons in the Oakland-San Fratscisco 
Bsy Area are moving progresslvely 
to educate the people about these vLciaus 
programs. The Richmond Welfare 
Righes QrgsmUation, lead by Sister 
Et hel Dotson, bas already pressured 
the Contra Co sta Cotinty Board of Su¬ 
pervisors to reject theCWEP contract.

Let's go- over & little bit of history, 
so tb Pt we can se-e where we're gotng 
and where we've been in the past, it 
took that perlod of time from the days 
of Bnother Martin Lutber King and 
Brothcr Malcolm X up to the present 
for Black people to accept chemselves 
aS humSTt beitigs. l remember the 
times when we called ourselves 
Negroes, niggers and cola red people. 
Later, we hegan to accept ourselves 
as hurnan belngs, when we said wc 
were Black and beautiful* We accepted 
ourselves as human beings when we 
saturated ibis country' with, a new kind 
of thinking about ourselves. Th is dïd 
not mean we we re raclet, it meant wc 
[ accepted ourselves, lt meant we weren't 
going to accept the idea That we are 
supposedly backwards, innacely stupid 
and lazy. The norma of this society 
tried to mlseducate and misguide us; 
they tried to stop us from bavlng a 
greater consciousness about ourselves 
as hitman belngs* In analyzing hi story, 
we found out some thlngs about AÉrlca; 
we begaii to find out a lot of ibings 
about other revoluiionary struggles in 
the world, not only in Africa, but also 
in Lat in America and As ia, We began 
to realize a lot of tbïngs over thflt 
fifteen year period, we went ihrough a 
lot of pbases in our development and 
we developed througjh many different 
kinds of struggLcs, The Black Fanther 
Party wasnT the only organizatiun to 
unite people in a positivo marmer, 

’ It took many organizations to bring lis 
to tb ia potnt* Before Malcolm X, Mar¬ 
tin Lutber King and Medgar Evers; 
before Huey P. Newton, myeelf and 
many other men and women, there were 
mcn like Nat Turner; GabrlelProsaer, 
Denmark Vesey and W.E.B, DuBois, lf 
ïr had not been for them, we would not 
have the foundation we have nnw, we 
would not have the underscandingofour 
goal and wbat we must do to achieveit. 
lf we’re confused about goal, li’s time 
for us to gei unconfusöd, iTs time for 
us to realize what's gning cm, what's 
really happening, When Rlchard Ntxon 
appears on T.V, and says, 1 jast want 
to make this one point perfectly clear', 
he'a telling us one basio thing; he's 
maklng lt elear that be's in fact a rac¬ 
ist and a fascist. 

When we saturaied ibis country witb 


Blackness, saturated tb is country with 
the phrases AU Power to the People 
and Right On Trwte, we hegan to build 
a uRw consciousaess in the inlndsof The 
people in this country, JiiSI the fact 
that we redefined the poltce as pigs-- 
tbat's what they are--brought about & 
new awareness in our people, Before 
this we were brainwashed into thinking 
thnt the police were our friends* This 
was a significant rise in consciousness 
for Black people. We alsu began to 
r ealize the fact thaï the gov er tarnen r 
eould no leniger get away with calling 
us Black with derogatory connotatlona 
attached to the word, The government 
was forced to accept our new found 
self-respect, We began to rebel, all 
o£ us, against racism and opprESsion 
in this country* AH kinds of rebelltons 
occurred, not (jnly in the Black com¬ 
munie, hut on the Indi an - American re- 
servaiions, in The Gbicano commtini- 
des and the nuerto-Kicancommunlties. 
Tm just going over the htstory of how 
our consciuusnesE has been raised, how 
we focused tn on soms particulars of 
our struggle, from the time ofourflrst 
culturai awareness up to now, 

Many Black organlzatlons have triod 
to do so-me cons truc live work. However, 
many times we have become confused. 
I rhink SNCC (the former Student Kon- 
Violenc Coordinating Commlttee) 
should have complcted its job in the 
South registering people co vote, They 
didn't; they gqt confused. They went 
different ways and crcated different 
kinds of organizatlons, The best thing 
to do is to work tn our communities, 
Yoti probably have heard about The 


Black Pamtfier Party working in the 
churches, We are working in the 
churches, Ttïü many times we fooi our¬ 
selves about what's happening in the 
church, One main thing we have to re¬ 
member, brothers and sisters, is that 
every Sundfty morning 40^ of the Black 
ccmmunlty is sitting in church* 
The people in the churches are from 
all segments of the Black communlry. 
They are the oppressed peoplc, Many 
of them are our mothers and fathers, 
We cannot ignore them, just ss we 
eannot Ignore our oppression, 

Sometimes we argue with our mo¬ 
thers and fathers. We say wc’re gotng 
to leave home for a period of time, 
That 1 ' s gotïd experience for us, to find 
out what ia gotng on in the world - tï's 
necessar> r ., Ho we ver.,, there are people 
who belle ve they can drop out of the 
universe. They want to drop out of the 
syscem, Try to drop out of the universe 
then; commandeer a Space capsule and 
go to the moon, Nixon will aend hia 
troops up there to get yoLL the best 
rhing to do is ïnfütrate the system, 
transform it, get Richard Nixon and 
all of hls tools, the fascists and rac- 
ists our of the system* Then we can 
make the system serve the büsicneeds 
of the people as a wholc. We can't drop 
out becaiise diere is no dropping-out. 

There was a time when we were 
fcneeilng in, slttingln, rolling in, sliding 
In and jumping in. It's hard even try ing 
to get vüied in* The reason it is hard 
try hm to get voted in is because it s

Cakiand will be one step, one city* We 
have to rake over as many go ver «ment al 
posïclons as we can. Too many times 
we hnve said we're golng to create a 
peóplê’s party, A people's party bas 
to be büsed on the Immediate needs of 
the people, Therefore, our politics will 
have to bn that of organizing: and uui- 
fytng the people around survival, around 
concrete programs that we caii identi- 
fy with, When we start organizing and 
unifytng the people around their basic 
necessUies, when we start unifyingour 
votes in a bloc, when wc teil the back- 
war-ds policieians that they can'c trlck 
Black people out of votesatiymore, that 
is when they will begin to put pressure 
on us. The apokesmen for the govem¬ 
inent have aald that the Black Panther 
Party is working within the gyatem.
